H ie proof, McCarthy said in a 
speech prepared for delivery in the 
Senate, is contained in the depart­ 
m ent’s own loyalty file on the man. 
He said his evidence was fur­ 
nished by ‘an FBI agent, an under­ 
cover agent, (who* joined the Com­ 
munist party in 1937 at the sugges­ 
tion of the FBI.” 
McCarthy described the case as 
one of the 81 covered bv the State 
Department loyalty files which were 
examined by a Senate Foreign R e­ 
lations subcommittee which inves­ 
tigated McCarthy'# Communists in 
government charges 
In his prepared text today. Mc­ 
Carthy said he was submitting to 
the Senate a photographed copy of 
"Mr. X V State Department file. He 
did not hand out the copy in ad­ 
vance 
McCarthy said he had de­ 
leted the name of Mr X" from the 
copies he would make public, but 
that he would hand an unedited 
copy to some other Senator so the 
name could be verified. 
McCarthy further described it as 
"a case so air-tight that it would 
be accented in any court in the 
i land.”
